Pensacola, Fla-, March 26—-That t^ c 
balloon which has been Trussing fronv 
the naval air station here since last 
Tuesday may have drifted to land and 
the five men in it may have been kilt- j 
cd or badly injured, and are cow wan- | 
der .'n g about in the forests along tho 
Calhoun or Bay County coast; was 
the theory advanced by Lieut. Reed 
instructor in meteorology at the s ta ­ 
tion today* This conclusion is reached 
by a study of 
w eather 
conditions. 
Lieut. Reed plotted the course of the 
balloonistfc and does not understand 
how’ the bag could have gone to sea 
in the teeth of fresh southerly winds 
which were prevailing on Thursday 
along the Florida coast. 
Fourther opinion is advanced th at 
th e balloonists, finding that the bag 
w as losing its buoyancy gut away the 
basket as it touched the surface of 
*the w ater and took refuge in tbs 
rigging. 
This would cause the bal­ 
loon to again ascend, the weather stu­ 
dents assert, and m ight enable 
the 
crew to reach the land. 
W ith these theories in mind 
the 
Pensacola station early this morning 
dispatched a dirigible with sufficient 
^‘staying power” to remain for more 
than a day over the forests, under 
instruction to search the mainland 
and Inland centers especially the fo r­ 
ests, with, as much care os was the ' 
sea searched yesterday.

The Harding administration has gone the whole route in its 
effort to bring to justice in this country the arch-slacker of the 
world-war—Grover C. Bergdoll, of Philadelphia. 
Two distinct requests have been made of the German Gov­ 
ernment! First, the surrender of Bergdoll to the American mili­ 
tary authorities as a deserter from the army of the United 
States^ second, release of Carl Neuf and Frank Zimmer, Ameri­ 
can detectives, convicted in Mosbach, Baden, of attempted kid­ 
naping of the fugitive. 
Secretary Hughes and Secretary Weeks 
conferred on 
the 
Bergdoll case but neither would discuss with newspaper men the 
status of the negotiations with the Bertin authorities. It is likely 
a statement of the administration’s policy will soon be forth­ 
coming.

It was learned that an extensive correspondence already has 
been conducted with the German authorities; th at Major General 
Henry T. Allen, commanding the American forces in Germany, 
has kept in constant touch with the case, and has been I ar more 
active in the m atter than the American public is aware; that 
Commissioner Dressel in Berlin, also has been in negotiation with 
the German foreign office and other civil offices. 
The impression appeared to be that official clemency would 
be extended Neuf and Zimmer, but there was no great optimism 
to administration circles over the possibility of Germany sur­ 
rendering Bergdoll.

There are many troublesome obstacles to be overcome in the 
m atter of obtaining custody of the slacker. He is reported to ha\ e 
determined upon naturalization as a German citizen in order to 
escape extradition. 
One of the striking developments in the Bergdoll case was 
evidence that the War and State Departments have been working 
on it for some time, but bad maintained a studied silence, even 
though subjected to sharp criticism by press and public.

Rubber tire plants have been such that production schedules have 
been advanced in order not to be caught bv a sudden increase in 
demand. 
Plante have been running behind their orders. 
Since 
ttie great skimp last summer and fall the factories have been 
working almost solely on tires for replacements. 
Orders have 
taken a sudden spurt because many are taking autos out of win­ 
ter storage. 
At least 3000 fewer men are out of work in Akron new than 
two months ago, according to the city free labor exchange. ThE 
reduction Is due primarily to improvement in building conditions 
brought about by the early spring ani the increase in production 
in local factories. Virtually all union workmen are now employed 
in the building trades, H. C. Blackburn, president of the Central 
Labor Union, states. 
Building operations for .March are nearly double those for 
February, as shown by the report of the city building commis­ 
sioner. 
Architects are reporting an increase in the number of 
plans being drawn.
